The Judicial Election 


P 


ROBABLY many public spirilccl citizens arc 


oblivious of Ihr 1'nct llml on Ihc first Tues- 


day in April "Wisconsin \vill elect ;i justice of the 
supreme court. As com pa rod to purely locul is- 
sue, this stale-wide election is by all odds the 
most important question to be decided "at the 
polls. 
It a I tracts comparatively lillle attention 


because the law declares that a judicial election 


1 shall not be political in the partisan sense. There 
arc no party designations on the ticket. Judicial 
qualifications are supposed to be the only tests 
to influence the ballot. And since such an elec- 
tion can not with even a political sense of pro- 
priety be made a house-top vehicle of partisan- 
ship, it is apt to proceed in cfuieludc hardly cal- 
culated to bring its merils sharply to public, at- 
tention. Therefore the Tribune and Leader- 
Press bespeaks for it the. consideration of all 
who are interested in good government. 


Candidates for justice of the supreme court 


are Justice Burr "W. Jones, standing for re-elec- 
tion, and John KIcist, a Milwaukee attorney. In 
our judgment there are strong reasons why 
Justice Jones should he re-elected, and equally 
strong reasons why Mr. KIcist should not be 
elected. 


Mr. KIcist is a socialist. 
On a former occa- 


' $ion he sought election to office as a socialist. 


Socialism is not a political party seeking to ef- 
fectuate ccruun policies under the American 
form of democracy. 
It is a political philosophy 


the effectuation of which would require revolu- 
tionary changes in our government and the sub- 
stantial destruction of our system of laws deal- 
ing with the relationships of people one with an- 
other, and with the stale. 
It is any man's right 


to be a socialist. That is a legitimate matter of 
personal opinion relating to government and its 
expression. We do not quarrel with Mr. KIcist 
because he is a socialist, but emphatically we do 
quarrel with the idea that a follower of state, so- j 
cialism should be elected to interpret the laws of 
the American republic which is antagonistic, to 
socialism. Surely a republic has a right to ex- 
pect that those to whom arc entrusted its legal 
decisions shall be helie.vers in the republican 
form of government in all its traditions and im- 
plications. Surely, one who does not believe in 
our republican form of government should not 
be permitted to interpret its laws dealing with 
the rights and responsibilities and liberty of its 
people. In our opinion the socialism of Mr. 
Kleist disposes of him as a candidate for justice. 
of the supreme court as effectively as he would 
be disposed of were he a monarchist or a bolshe- 
"rist. 


Wisconsin properly enjoys a se.nsc of pride 


•_ in Justice Burr \V. Jones. 
In the best sense he 


represents its progress and its culture, lie is one 
'of a group of distinguished men whose lives 
.came out of the state's finest traditions. 
The 


-name of Vilas and Cameron follow his in the 
mind which has a background in Wisconsin his- 
tory, These names may be coupled with a sane 
type of conservatism, but they have stood for 
progress in the highest and most substantial 
., sense. They are definitely separated from mauv 
names quite as widely prominent, but singed 
here and there in the flame of the old school of 
Practical politics. 
When 
another generation 


writes the history of the Wisconsin bar, the 
name of Justice Jones will stand put because of 
inherent merit which had no need of judicial 
honors to render it distinguished and significant. 
That in his riper years he has consented to give 
Jus talent to the state's highest court is a privilege 
of the commonwealth not less appreciated be- 
cause he accepted public service as an obligation 
°f citizenship. 


It is not because of any sense of .necessity 


Jhal these lines are written. 
It would seem that 


in no circumstances can the re-election of Justice 
Jones be in doubt. They arc set down here 
merely as Hie just contribution which we as citi- 
zens owe to Ihc recognition of high public serv- 
ice. \Ve congratulate Wisconsin upon the op- 
portunity of returning the Honorable Burr W. 
J°nes to the supreme court of Wisconsin.
